The message read: 

, “This is the fourteenth day of 
the unauthorized work stoppage at 
our plant. Nearly 2000 men who 
are vitally needed to produce war 
material, particularly invasion 
craft, are idle. Your organization 
has signed a union agreement 
with this company for 28 years, 
and up to the critical period of 
this war, we have never had any 
work stoppage, nor hage we failed 
to adjust any differences. 

“You have worked with other 
organizations in our plant for 
many years without a single dis- 
turbance. Your differences can 
be adjusted with the other em- 
ployes involved while the plant is 
in operation now as they always 
have been in the past. No vital 
issue to you or your union, such 
as wages, working conditions or 
union recognition, is at stake. 


“Therefore I appeal to you as 
a patriotic citizen and as a union 
member to return to your jobim- 
mediately and let us settle your 
differences while you are working. 
The production of these materials 
of war are paramount to all per- 
sonal feelings and grievances.

Rail Yards, Air Bases and 
Defenses Blasted 
France, Belgium—Tou- 
lon and Lyon Hit by 
Mediterranean Flyers.

LONDON, May 25 (AP).—More 
than 6000 Allied planes from west 
and south, striking massive nut- 
cracker blows against the Reich 
and the invasion areas of France 
and Belgium, attacked at least 21 
railroad centers and 15 airfields 
today. 
More than 8000 tons of bombs 
fell from midnight until dusk, it 
was estimated. Most of the invad- 
ing planes were American. 
Around 4000 assaulted the At- 
lantic wall’ of Europe, with a 
spearhead of 1000 United States 
heavy bombers dropping bombs on 
rail yards and airfields of nortn- 


ern France and Belgium, while 
Berlin and the west German trans- 
port center of Aachen still amol- 
dered from predawn attacks of 500 
British heavy bombers, 

Today's attack from the stand- 
point of bomb tonnage smashed 
the one-day air assault record 
established yesterday when 5500 
tons of bombs were dropped. The 
number of planes engaged yester- 
day, however, was placed at 7000. 
Simultaneously, heavy bombers 
from Italy struck in South France 
at the naval base of Toulon, grave- 
yard of the scuttled French fleet, 
and at Lyon on the Rhone River-— 
a hi8toric invasion path. Rail in- 
stallations at both cities were tar- 
gets. 

Nazi Rocket Fire Defense. 

The Flying Fortresses and Liber- 
ators, striking from Britain with 
heavy fighter escort, encountered 
increased resistance from the 
ground in their attdcks on Atlan- 
tic Wall military targets. 
The enemy did not risk his 
dwindling air force, but. augment- 
ed the regular flak barrage with 
curtains of rocket fire, destroying 
several of the great four-engined 
craft in green and black ex- 
plosions. 


A United States communique 
said four bombers and 12 fighters 
were lost in attacks on freight 
yards at Mulhouse, Belfort, Sar- 
reguemines, Metz, Thionville, 
Charleroi and Blainville in 
France, and Brussels and Liege 
in Belgium, and airfields near 
Nancy and Bretigny in France, 
and Antwerp and Brussels in Bel- 
gium. These forces shot down 
nine enemy planes. 

Another new Nazi coastal de- 
fense preparation, in the form of 
blazing strings of searchlights, 
had been reported by the British 
predawn raiders who crossed the 
channel to bomb Aachen’s choked 
rail yards in two waves, spaced 
two hours apart.

REVEALED BY HERO AWARD 


Ran Out of Ammunition; Got More 
From Dead Mate to Attack 
Nazis Single Handed. 


WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP).— 
The War Department press re- 
lease telling of the award to 20- 
year-old Pfc, Alton W. Knappen- 
berger, of the Congressional Medal 
of Honor, calls him a “determined 
infantryman.” He is from Spring- 
mount, Pa. 

After he had knocked out two 
machine guns of a German pla- 
toon that had attacked his posi- 
tion on the Anzio beachhead, and 
killed two grenade throwers who 
sneaked up on him, and fired at 
the enemy with all the machine 
guns and machine pistols he could 
locate, he apparently was undis- 
mayed by a lack of further ammu- 
nition.

House Dresses, Men’s Underwear 
on WPB Program. 
WASHINGTON, May 25 (AP).—

a WPB spokesman said yesterday. 
WPB announced an order for 
cotton textile producers to set 
aside fabrics for children’s clothes.

GT. KERMIT PRUITT, whom 
S I spoke of the other day, is the 

tail gunner in “my crew.” He’s 
an old cowboy from Arizona— 
looks like one, acts like one, talks 
like one. But he’s no hillbilly in 
the head. 

Pruitt is the talking kind. He 
talks and sings on the slightest 
provocation. He likes old cowboy 
songs. They say that every once 
in a while he will start singing 
some cowboy song over the inter- 
phone while they’re actually on a 
bomb run, and the pilot will have 
to yell at him to shut up. 

He likes to tell stories about 
cowpokes in Arizona. He was tell- 
ing the other day about one old 
cowboy who went to the city and 
registered at a hotel for the first 
time in his life. The clerk asked 
if he wanted a room with running 
water, and the cowboy yelled: 

“Hell no! What do you think I 
am, a trout?” 

Pruitt drives the rest of the 
crew crazy by shooting his tail 
gun at the most unexpected times. 
In more than 50 missions he has 
never yet see an enemy plane to 
shoot at, so he breaks the mon- 
otony by shooting at gun emplace- 
ments and flak ships two miles be- 
low.. These sudden blasts scare 
the wits out of the rest of the 
crew, and Pruitt then catches a 
little brimstone over the inter- 
phone from the pilot. 

But this doesn’t faze him, or im- 
pair his affection for his pilot. 
Pruitt says he just shopped around 
in this Army till he found a pilot 
that suited him. Back in America 
he “missed” a couple of trains to 
avoid coming overseas with an 
outfit he didn’t like. He says his 
hunch proved right, for his entire 
old crew in that outfit were killed 
on their first mission. 

Finally he got a chance to come 
with the B-26s. Pilot “Chief” 
Collings was a wild man then, and 
most everybody was afraid to ride 
with him. But when Pruitt saw 
him handle a plane he said to him- 
self, “There’s my man.” So he 
got on Chief’s crew, and he’s still 
on it. He wouldn’t think of flying 
with anybody else. 

Pruitt is thin, not much bigger 
than I, and he usually wears cov- 
eralls which make him look even 
thinner. He goes around poking 
his head out from hunched-up 
shoulders with a quizzical half 
grin on his face. He sure does 
enjoy living. 

Pleasant Valley, Ariz., is Pruitt’s | 
home diggins. He is 30. He is’ 
married to a beautiful girl who is 
part French and one-thirty-second 
Indian, and last Christmas Day 
they were blessed with an heir.

It is, indeed, hard to understand how 
‘this old worn-out wheeze ever fastened 
itself on the minds of seemingly sensi- 
ble people—as though it were divinely 
inspired. 

Well, we swapped for the “Indispens- 
able” incumbent and his phony “more 
abundant life” in the middle of a mud- 
die, didn’t we? And our forefathers 
swapped for Lincoln when they were in 
the troubled period preceding the Civil 
War, and that was a mere trickle when 
compared with the present New Deal

Specialized Jobs for Negroes 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Why are Negroes not given positions 
in specialized fields of civil service or 
placed there in industry by the War 
Manpower Commission? With only two 
or three exceptions, none from this re- 
gion have been given such jobs. There 
are several qualified Negroes that I 
know—and no doubt others that I do 
not know—who have been refused such 
positions because they were Negroes. 


It seems to be a paradox that our Gov-

“Well-Trained Consciente” 


In the first 10 minutes of his 85-minute ad- 
dress to the House of Commons yesterday, Prime 
Minister Churchill said that his only guides in 
handling complex affairs of policy are “single- 
ness and simplicity of purpose and a good, or at 
any rate well-trained, conscience.” 

Mr. Churchill tossed in the qualifying phrase 
with obviously facetious intent, and it doubt- 
less brought a smile to many among his audi- 
ence. However, there was disquieting evidence 
in the address that on some occasions a sternly 
disciplined conscience is necessary for approving 
certain tangents of high policy dictated more by 
expediency than by consistent philosophy. 

This aspect appeared in only. a few sections 
of a generally realistic and candid address. Cer- 
tainly it is no strain on any sound conscience to 
reaffirm the Atlantic Charter, to indorse a post- 
war peace system, to resolve total destruction of 
Nazism, or to proclaim Allied unity, 

But where Mr. Churchill's words were at vari- 
ance with these basic principles, the impression 
arose that his reference to a “well-trained con- 
science” may not have been all whimsey. 


One of those instances was in the extended 


comment on Spain. Winston Churchill, Prime 
Minister of Great Britain, was almost apologetic 
in tone when he referred to the caricatures 
of Gen. Franco and the criticisms of his Govern- 
ment. He depicted the Spaniards as “absolutely 
friendly,” because they did. not attack the Allies 
when they had a chance and because they did not 
order removal of the North African invasion 
armada from the waters around Gibraltar. 

Yet Mr. Churchill discloses that he greatly dis- 
trusted Franco’s Government, and that he con- 
siders its policies opportunistic (“this agreement 
has been helped by the continuous victories of 
the Allies in many parts of the world”), However, 
greatest strain of all on his democratic principles, 
he says that “internal political arrangements 
in Spain are a matter for the Spaniards them- 
selves.” 

The whole process is one of rationalizing 
Spain into neutral status, which it has not held 
since Franco rose to power by Axis aid. It is 
also rationalization to consider that continued 
existence of Spanish Fascism—propagandist for 
Hitler, avowed enemy of democracy and possible 
refuge for Nazi leaders after Germany’s defeat— 
does not menace the United Nations. 

Churchill’s stand on Spain’s internal arrange- 
ments is at variance with his view on those of 
Greece. When opponents of King George mutinied, 
it was not a purely Greek matter—British forces 
attacked the rebels, killed some of them and 
helped put down the revolt. 

Agaiu, the stand on Greece is at variance with 
that on France. De Gaulle’s committee has not

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Fewer Miles, Less Ping

drives up the gentle slope from the street to his 
garage. 

Having found it possible to remove the lim- 
itations on volatility, the authorities are promis- 
ing a better grade of gasoline for home-front 
consumption, which we may assume means high- 
er octane and not so much ping. Now we can 
enjoy our fewer miles of non-essential driving. 
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Lone Texas 
Of all the Southern states which for years have 
talked anti-New Deal and voted for Mr. Roose- 
velt, Texas alone has come to the stage of open 
rebellion within the Democratic party. 


When it is recalled that the Lone Star State 


was one of those breaking away from the Solid 
South in 1928 to vote for Hoover, the current 
tempest there over the question of a fourth 
nomination for President Roosevelt may be ap- 
praised ag something more than a teapot affair, 

Texas, in ite rapid growth, has become a state 
of mixed influences. Industrialization has de- 
veloped apace, particularily under the pressure of 
war. The State’s great oil industry thinks it 
has been violently discriminated against by war- 
time economic controls. The cattle industry and 
other branches of agriculture also feel aggrieved. 

On top of accumulating grievances came what 
obdurate Texans regard as the boldest affront 
of all to “white supremacy’’—the decision of the 
United States Supreme Court, a Roosevelt court 
holding that the Democratic party of Texas 
may not lawfully bar Negroes from participating 
in its primary elections. 

The party, having been widely split on the 
issues of the New Deal and the Negro question, 
now has held two rival State conventions. A 
group of delegates supporting the President for 
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a fourth term will challenge the right of the 
“regulars” to sit in the national convention. 
Even if the anti-Roosevelt delegates are seated 
at Chicago, they are not likely to affect the 
course of the convention. What they and their 
partisans may be able to do is to throw Texas into 
the doubtful column in a year when its bolt from 
Democratic rankg could decide a close election. 
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A Blow to Aviation Monopolists 

Senator McCarran’s bill proposing a billion-dol- 
lar all-American flag line as the chosen instru- 
ment of our international aviation policy looks 
more and more like a billion-dollar dream. It 
represents the monopoly concept of an air “trust,” 
as advocated by Juan Trippe of Pan-American, 
versus the clean-cut competitive principle as 
advocated by the Lea bill and by all major 
American air lines with the exception of United. 

Those on the monopoly side of the fence have 
pointed to Great Britain's chosen-instrument 
practices. “If it is ideal for Britain as a link 
with the Empire,” they argue, “it is ideal for 
America as a political and economic link with 
the rest of the world.” 

Now, with publication of the official tran- 
script of the House of Lords debate on the issue, 
it appears that the chief argument of the monop- 
Olists in this country has been blasted out of 
the sky. Said Lord Beaverbrook, Lord Privy 
Seal, who recently sat across the table from 
Adolph Berle of the State Department in the 
Anglo-American aviation conference: 

“It (the chosen instrument) ig not really a 
monopoly. It is a monopoly of subsidy and of 
subsidy only, and you cannot say that a monopoly 
of subsidy is an operational monopoly, It is not. 

“There is no statutory position that could pre- 
vent amy concern from operating British air 
lines overseas as long as that concern conforms 
to air-worthiness and other regulations—none.”’ 

Lord Beaverbrook also said that the British 
Postoffice can make contracts for air mail serv- 
ice with any carrier it chooses, which fully 
refutes the operational monopoly principle. 

This stand taken by the British Government 
has been squeezed into being by two pressures, 
One has been from the United States and our of- 
ficial policy of free competition and transit. 
With the United States committing itself to con- 
structive competition, such as hag built our do- 
mestic air lines to greatness, instead of to 
stultifying monopoly, nations using a chosen in- 
strument may find their services at a serious 
disadvantage. The other pressure has come from 
British business men, aviation enthusiasts, hold- 
ers of investment capital. They want a clearer 
field for private enterprise in the overseas avia- 
tion field and a share in mail carriage. 

With the British moving more and more toward 
the competitive way of thinking, it is time to 
dust off the Lea bill and take another look at 
its principle of regulated competition, free from 
invasion at home by railroad carriers and steam- 
ship lines, free abroad to expand respectably 
instead of through a chosen political instrument. 


A Railroad Grab 

The House, in passing the railroads’ bill for 
repeal of land-grant rates to the Government, has 
supported, by a vote of 236 to 16, one of the most 
brazen attempts which any business concerns 
have thus far made to cash in on the war. 

Representative Cochran is right when he says, 
"The lobbyists have been busy.” But the land- 
grant railroads, in pushing this matter now, may 
be sacrificing more in public regard than they 
realize, 

Rejection of the proposed amendment to make 
repeal applicable one year after the war is evi- 
dence enough that what these railroads are after 
is fat war profits. There is a good case for 
repeal of the remaining rebates to the Govern- 
ment when the war is over. * There is no case 
whatever for it now, when it would vastly in- 
crease the Government’s financial burden, aggra- 
vate inflation and permit profiteering. 
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When Soldiers Think of Strikes 


Many observers are disturbed by signs of bit- 
terness against the home front on the part of 
soldiers overseas. What will be the consequences, 
it is asked, if any large number of veterans return 
home after the war with a sense of acute griev- 
ance? 

Nothing stirs that sense of grievance more than 
news of strikes-at home, especially strikes in war 
plants. Probably the worst example to date is 
the continuing strike at the Granite City Steel 
Co., where more than 16,000 tons of steel plate 
needed for tank carriers have been lost in a 
strike caused by a jurisdictional feud between 
AFL and CIO unions. To add fuel to the flames 
is the response of a striker, a man whose son Is 
on the Anzio beachhead, when warned by a Navy 
spokesman that the boy might not come back if 
the boats were not made. Said the striker: “He'll 
have to take his chances and I’ll take mine.” 

The attitude may not be representative; the 
statement may have been made in anger. But 
if these words reach our fighters overseas, what 
other effect can they produce than to rouse fury 
against these strikers, and possibly against all 
workers? 

These irresponsible strikers are jeopardizing 
not only the nation's security, but the good name 
of organized labor. Only one sane course is open: 
to end this inexcusable strike and resume the 
making of steel, to redeem themselves in part 
and do their patriotic duty. 
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An Inquiry Up to the Public 

Shall there be a real inquiry into the charges 
of patronage and other abuses, made by former 
Comptroller Lee against five Board of Education 
members? Or shall the board's recent self-inves- 
tigation, and whitewash, be accepted as closing 
the episode? 

It is now a matter for the public to decide. The 
Public Education Association, co-ordinating 
agency of numerous organizations, offers an op- 
portunity for action by sponsoring a mass meeting 
to discuss the subject, to be held June 5’at Gaul- 
ladet School. If there is enough interest, the 
Lee charges can be taken into court. A beginning 
can also be made toward changing the method of 
electing board members and installing a school 
merit system—other topics to come before the 
meeting. 

What will be done with these opportunities for 
full inquiry and for school reforms? It is up to 
the public to decide.

For Unity in Missouri River Planning 


Water to grow crops on 22,000,000 acres of arid land has added 
16 billion dollars of national wealth, irrigation authority says; with 
controversy holding up Missouri River development, the job is only 
half done; thinks that there need be no conflict with other uses. 


From a Statement by O. 8. Warden, President of the National Reclamation 
Association, Before Commerce Committee, United States Senate 


The National Reclamation Association, 
which has an affiliated membership repre 
senting the water interests in 17 Western 
states to the west of the ninety-seventh 
meridian, was organized 13 years ago to 
co-operate with the Federal Bureau of 
Reclamation and thereby promote the irri- 
gation of Western lands, 


In this great Western area, there has 
always been a short water supply. We 
need every gallon we can get. We can use 
all that we have to advantage in the econ- 
omy and the careful development of land 
and water resources, which are the abid- 
ing foundation of our progress—state and 
regional. 


Quite naturally, we treasure every flow- 
ing stream and every storage for future 
use. Quite naturally, again, the whole 
West is up in arms if there is a proposal 
to take any of our water hundreds of miles 
away to be used in another place for a 
purpose other than the protection of prop- 
erty or the creation of production values, 


Big Increase in Crops 


Under the Reclamation Act of 1902, plus 
private enterprise, about 22 million acres 
of land have been made productive. Crop 
production has been increased annually 
$625,000,000. Property values have been 
created in the amount of 16 billion dollars, 

Ninety per cent of our agricultural pro- 
duction is used at home. These 17 so0- 
called reclamation states purchase a billion 
a year in goods and services from outside 
their boundaries. If they can have first 
use of the water that flows out of their 
mountains, they will double these pur- 
chases of goods and services, 


Fifteen million people live in these West- 
ern states. We can make homes for 15 
million more if we are able to build proj- 
ects, for the most part multiple in char- 
acter, all of which can meet the test of 
benefit to the region where they are lo- 
cated, as well as add to the general wel. 
fare of the nation. 


This great work in the West is just 
about half done. We can irrigate 22 mil- 
lion more acres if we have first use of 
the water. We can repay the cost over a 
period of years. 


Differences in Rainfall 


Do not forget the limited water supply. 
There is a rainfall west of the ninety- 
seventh meridian of from five to 30 Inches a 
year. Kast of this meridian, there is a 
fall of from 30 to 60 inches. 


These differentials in rainfall cannot be 
controlled by man. What we can do is to 
plan wisely and direct the use of the wa- 
ter. We can avoid conflicting plans. We 
owe this much to ourselves. I am sure 
there is an existent responsibility the Con- 
gress will wish to share. 


There have come into the picture appar- 
ent differences, as plans have been pre- 
pared by the Army Engineers and the en- 
gineers of the Bureau of Reclamation for 
development of the land and water re- 
sources of the great interstate Missouri 
River watershed, with its 2500-mile river 
system reaching all the way from Three 
Forks, Mont., to 8t, Louis. 

Nine states are involved—Montana, Wy- 
oming, North Dakota, South Dakota, Ne- 
braska, Kansas, Missouri, Iowa and Colo- 


rado. These states have a regional asso- 
ciation organized to settle differences 
peacefully. Nine Governors and 16 com- 
mittee representatives, in conference a few 
weeks ago, voted unanimously to wait un- 
til the over-all plan of the engineers of the 
Bureau of Reclamation was ready, and to 
urge a co-ordination of all plans into a 
harmony of policy in advance of action 
by the Congress. 


Lack of Harmony 


Now, what has happened? The engi- 
neers of the Bureau of Reclamation -have 
finished a five-year study and a plan for 
an over-all development of the entire Mis- 
souri watershed. The desired and re- 
quested co-ordination has not taken place. 
Meanwhile, there are the rivers and har- 
bors bill (H. R. 3961), and the flood con- 
trol bill (H. R. 4485), that distinctly have 
to do with the use of the waters of the 
Missouri River, pressing for legislation ad- 
vantage. 


This is not the way to get along. These 
are the reasons we are here supporting an 
amendment to H. R, 3961, hoping to clear 
the atmosphere and to establish policies 
that look to mutually satisfactory conclu- 
sions. 


I am sure the people of the West are for 
irrigation, for flood control and for im- 
proving navigation. They firmly believe 
there need be no conflict between irriga- 
tion and flood control, if these purposes 
are properly put together—that is, with a 
mutual assistance one to the other. 


National Irrigation Policy 


Furthermore, if there is a shortage of 
water for all desired irrigation and navi- 
gation, there ought to be a reckoning of 
resulting values—-regional and otharwise. 
A blunt question intrudes: Do we need 
additional facilities for transportation more 
than we need self-supporting homes? 


My confidence for the future finds 
strength in the record of Congress as it 
has prepared land and water legislation 
all the way through the 140 years follow- 
ing the Louisiana Purchase. 


Under the ‘Homestead Act of 1860 and 
the Reclamation Act of 1902, which was 
really an amendment to the Homestead 
Act, first 160 acres was made available to 
the settlers, then 320 acres, and then 640 
acres, But without irrigation, settlers 
could not make a living on any sized tract. 


In these later years, there has been a 
narrowing of acreage with diversity of pro- 
duction as irrigation and reclamation have 
become a national policy. With such a 
record, Congress and the Government can. 
not—indeed, will not—wish to back away 
from the responsibility of today. 

The time has arrived to clear away the 
cobwebs of uncertainty, to define policies 
and to write legislative definitions of what 
each Government agency having a part ih 
the development of our land and water re- 
sources shall plan to do. Conflicts and 
striving for advantage are undesirable and 
unnecessary.

Story of 1919 Peace-Making 
“Contains Warning for Today 


“Victory Without Peace,”’ by Roger Burtingame aad 
Alden Stevens. (Harcourt, Brace & Co, New 
York.) 

This book clothes with flesh and blood 
the now-shadowy figures who directed the 
destinies of America and the world during 
the victory years of World War IL The 
reader sees that the struggle in which we 
are now engaged is only a continuation of 
the earlier one, and that the problems we 
are now reaping are the harvest of the 
seed then sown. Victory without peace 
was true of 1918-19. ‘Bhe possibility of vic- 
tory without peace is the specter that dis 
turbs our thoughts and hopes today. 

The fight to win not only the war but 
the peace of 1917-19 is ably and dramatical- 
ly related in semi-fictional form, but with 
admirable regard for historical accuracy. 
It was largely a one-man battle. Woodrow 
Wilson dominates the story, and beside 
him the other performers in the great 
drama of peace-making appear little more 
than pigmies. This may or may not be 
the way in which the unbiased historian 
visualizes the scene, but certainly for any 
kind of dramatization of the Versailles set- 
tlement, whether in narrative form or for 
the stage, no other way would be half as 
effective. There can be but one hero of 
such a drama—Woodrow Wilson,

One senses in reading the tragic story 
that a great forward surge of mankind in 
its long and painful progress was in the 
making. It found expression in the mind 
and heart of Wilson, in his vision of a new 
world of peace and justice for all nations. 

In retrospect, we can see that his vision 
and his great fight for it represented the 
true “wave of the future.” In 1919 the 
wave broke, failed of its objective—and 
receded. But surely we can see evidence 
every day that the same wave is once again 
gathering, this time perhaps with redou- 
bled power because of the fearful disasters 
that followed this “peace without victory.” 

How sadly short of the great occasion 
fell the statesmen and peoples of the vic- 
torious powers that last time! How small 
their minds, how petty their dispositions 
and purposes! Wilson alone, as he ap- 
pears in the pages of this book, was not 
dwarfed by the greatness of the occasion, 
but rather, dominated it, redeemed it from 
dreary, tragic futility.

Compare, for instance, his position today 
with that of David Lloyd George, who in 
the crisis of transition from war to peace, 
when men’s minds were still filled with 
hate and lust for revenge, yielded his con- 
victions to expediency and personal ambit. 
tion—surrenders which Wilson never made. 
The one is gone, but lives on, immortal. 
The other is alive, but forgotten. 

Many wish today that a leader would 
express the hopes and aspirations of the 
common people, the aims and purposes of 
the peoples of the United Nations, as Wii- 
son did time and time again for the com- 
mon people of his day. For all his mis- 
takes and faults of character, he was «a 
great man. The story of his fight, worth- 
ily told in this book, must be kept fresh 
in memory by all who would this time win 
both victory AND peace.

No Verdict Yet on Air Power 


T 


It’s important to know, if only 
because with the invasion the ob- 
jective is likely to change ab- 
ruptly. Then the mass attacks on 
Germany will be drastically cur- 


tailed because the planes will be 
needed for co-ordination with that 
tremendous push. 

To get some idea of the rela- 
tive value of air power, you have 
to look at a little recent history. 
What most of us have not realized 
is that the air attack on Ger- 
thany got going in full strength 
only fairly recently. 

In England last summer, I 
talked with Air Marshal Sir 
Arthur Travers Harris. Harris, 
one of the firm believers in the 
capacity of air power to under- 
mine a nation’s resistance and 
one of the picturesque soldiers of 
this war, was in a gloomy mood. 


A Gloomy Air Marshal. 


He made no secret of the rea- 
sons for his gloom. At the Casa- 
blanca conference, a firm com- 
mitment had been made to build 
up the Eighth Air Force to a 
strength that would enable it to 
soften up Germany for a final 
blow; perhaps even to destroy the 
German will to resistance, al- 
though the words set down on 
Paper at Casablanca were tem- 
pered with caution. ‘ 

To Harris, to Gen. H. H. Arnold, 
chief of our own air forces, and 
to Lt. Gen. Ira C. Eaker, then in 
command of our aviation in 
Britain, it looked Hike a green 
light. They saw ahead the chance 
to test their convictions in an all- 
out attack on Hitler's Reich. 

High hopes were quickened, ens- 
pecially because it came after so 
many ~ disappointments, Eaker 
and six other officers had arrived 
in England in February of 1942 to 
direct our bombing units. there. 
They had a difficult pioneering 
job to do, starting from scratch 
with the British politely skeptical 
of the value of daylight bombing. 

The spunk and heroism of those 
pioneers, on the ground and in 
the air, can hardly be exagger- 
ated. It was building toward 
something big. They all felt that. 

Then came the North African 
invasion. Crack squadrons were 
pulled out of England for North 
Africa. The Eighth Air Force was 
pretty low after those depreda- 
tions. 


Not Enough Planes. 


What Harris was saying gloom- 
fly last summer was that while 
the decision had been reached to 
build air power in Britain for 
softening Germany, the planes 
simply were not forthcoming. And 
he could see no signs that they 
were about to come. 

It was a time, of course, when 
the pull between the European

Accuracy in Bad Weather. 


That is the little-known fact 
which has to be taken into account 
in any appraisal of the ultimate 
success or failure of air power.

My point is that it’s too early to 
make such a4 pronouncement—far 
too early.

The author of “The Shepherd of 
the Hills,” “The Calling of Dan 
Matthews,” “That Printer of 
Udell’s,” “When a Man’s a Man,”

many other books succumbed to 
bronchial pneumonia in a clinic at 
La Jolla, ocean-front residential 
district, 

In his early twenties, Wright 
went to the Missouri Ozarks, later 
a setting for some of his works, to 
paint. A chance filling of a pulpit 
turned him to the ministry. While 
a preacher, he wrote “That Printer 
of Udell’s,, in.1903. He gave up 
preaching in 1908 to come to Cali- 
fornia where he wrote books 
which he viewed as sermons on 
sincere life and honest work, 

By 1917, his novels had more 
public demand than those of any 
other writer of the day. They won 
him a fortune but he always main- 
tained a contempt for wealth. 
Seven million copies were sold of 
his “Winning of Barbara Worth.” 

“Some builders of Fiction go in 
for all manner of architectural fili- 
gree, scroll work and fluted col- 
umns,” he once said. “I pay no 
heed to those things. My work— 
and I say it with all modesty—is 
the structural steel, the anatomy 
as it were, and this I clothe with 
what I call life.” 

In 1934 he wrote his last pub- 
lished work, “The Man Who Went 
Away.” 

Last month he sold his $70,000 
ranch home in Escondidio, known 
as “Quiet Hills Farm,” and moved 
to San Diego. 

He is survived by his wife, Mrs. 
Winifred Mary Wright, who was 
at the bedside when he died, and 
by two sons, Gilbert Munger 
Wright, Malibu Beach, Cal., and 
Norman Hall Wright, New York.

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Long Way Home 


A Street Car View 
Of St. Louis’ Streets

N 


OW that bankers ride busses, and most of 
us have weekly passes in the pockets where 
the car-keys used to be, it costs no more to 
go home the long way, and see parts of St. 
Louis that are not 
on Our regular go- 
to-work routes. Yes, 
we know the Pub- 
lic Service Co, 
sometimes scolds 
about unnecessary 
riding by pass- 
holders. But no one 
is here being ad- 
vised to take a 
sightseeing ride in 
the rush hours. The 
early part of a 
weekday afternoon 
off, when a window seat can be had and when 
gzwaying forms in the aisle do not obstruct the 
view, is the time to vary the home-going routine. 


== 


IF YOUR REGULAR trip is out Olive, Delmar 
or Hodiamont, a slight change of downtown 
corners will give you your choice of the North 
Side lines, the Natural Bridge bus, Bellefontaine, 
Cass or Lee trolley, or @he new South Side 
artery, Cherokee bus. Crosstown lines, Grand, 
Taylor, Kingshighway or Union, will get you 
back to the route that takes you home, 

The seeker for orientation—a thing by which 
our military people set great store—can make 
no mistake by boarding one of the more complex 
North Side lines. Cass, traversing only five 
streets to get to 5500 west, is too simple. Try 
the Eighteenth street line, which uses 13 streets 
in getting to Grand boulevard, or Lee, which 
takes you over 15 streets in reaching Taylor 
avenue, and see how much of the time you 
know where you are, or which point of the com- 
pass you are headed for, 
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AS. THE LEE car, showing a little continuity 
of direction while downtown, proceeds north on 
Ninth street, there is not much to obstruct the 
view of Neighborhood Gardens housing tract, a 
block east. Slum clearance, or tax clearance, 
has left some large bare spaces around the 
Gardens. 

Beyond Cass avenue, past the Fifteenth and 
St. Louis avenue business center, and out a tor- 
fuous path to the northwest, are long, closely 
fitting rows of red brick dwellings. “Blighted” 
is not just the word. Most of the houses are 
well built, few are less than 40 years old, almost 
none could be called firetraps. St. Louis building 
ordinances required brick and slow-combustion 
construction when other cities were still issuing 
permits for frame shanties. 
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BUT THESE BUILDERS left small space for 
children to play. Boys’ corkball games in alleys, 
little girls cradling their dolls on doorsteps, 
make the trolley tourist wonder whether those 
oldtimers, who guarded so well against fire, gave 
thought to the other dangers of child life. 

Then, just after Holy Trinity’s twin Gothic 
spires are glimpsed at Mallinckrodt street, the 
car pulls up at Salisbury, and green Hyde Park 
is at the right, a breathing spot where one is 
most needed. 

Here are shaded benches and grassy knolls, 
with no soapbox-mounting agitator holding forth 
on any of them. London’s Hyde Park is the 
open-air home of oratory. Here, there is no such 
threat to the calm atmosphere surrounding the 
brewery and Turner hall across the street, and 
the big Lutheran church just beyond. 
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A SHARP TURN to what seems in a general 
way to be the west, and more red brick blocks 
are traversed—typical North St. Louis home 
blocks, such as have seared policemen and 
statesmen, baH players and bishops. There are 
more small yards, fewer brick courts reached 
by passageways. The vista of Grand boulevard 
appears, Fairgrounds Park and beyond it the 
floodlight framework of Sportsman's Park. 

The long rectangular park restores the sense 
of direction, almost lost in the twistings of 
Twenty-fifth and other streets of the Lee line’s 
winding way. On one diamond after another, 
embryo Coopers and Mizes are hurling and 
swinging.

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Like Manna From Heaven 
How Airplanes Kept Wingate's Raiders Well Supplied

This is the fifth installment from 
the book, “Wingate’s Kaiders,” 


T WO days before the main body 
of the northern force had 
started the river crossing, 
Wingate had ordered Flight Lieu- 
tenant Thompson and Captain 
Peter Buchanan to push ahead 
and select a point eight to 10 
miles east of the Chindwin for a 
supply dropping. Here all of the 
northern columns were to meet, 


collect their supplies, and then 
fan out over a wide front. 


At dawn on February 14 Thomp- 
son sent out a preliminary wire- 
less message to the air base in 
Assam—all communication with 
base was in “unbreakable” code— 
listing the supplies required: six 
days’ paratroop rations for each 
man and grain for the mules. 
Then he and Buchanan set off 
into the jungle on horseback, At 
every village they stopped to col- 
lect information about the Japs. 
Buchanan, a former employee of 
a Burma trading company, spoke 
the language fluently. Jap patrols, 
they were told, had not been in 
the area for the past week or 
two, 


The jungle track led into a 
grassy valley and they had a very 
pleasant gallop. It reminded them 
of Sunday morning rides in the 
hilla of Kashmir, where they had 
convalesced together the year be- 
fore, Thompson after. his escape 
from Hong Kong, Buchanan from 
wounds received in the Burma 
campaign. Eventually they found 
a suitable place for the supply 
dropping—a strip of marshy ele- 
phant grass with a clearing in the 
middle. They made for the nearest 
village to water their horses, aand 
were invited by the Burmese to 
share a meal of rice wrapped in 
palm leaves, eggs, and green tea, 
which the Thugyi, the headman, 
ceremoniously prepared for them 
himself, 


When they got back to Colonel 
Wheeler's headquarters, they found 
that Thompson's Royal Air Force 
sergeant, George Morris—a brick- 
layer in civilian life—had mount- 


. ed the radio set on a teak log, 


stringing the aerial to a treetop, 
and was already in contact with 
base. Thompson put through a 
message describing the exact loca- 
tion of the dropping site, Then 
Wheeler’s party loaded up its 
mules and pushed on eastward for 
further reconnaissance; while 
Thompson and a small. unit 
marched to the area selected for 
the supply dropping. 
x fF 

HE planes came over the next 

night after dark. When Thomp- 

son caught the sound of their 
engines he fired off several green 
Verey light flares to guide the 
pilots. Patrols had made quite 
sure that there were no Japs in 
the area. During the afternoon 
Thompson’s men had collected 
piles of dry tinder, and he lit five 
fires to enable the pilots to pin- 
point the dropping site. 


The supply drop started at 7 
Pp. m. and went on until 3 in the 
morning under a bright moon. 
Three D.C. 3s circled a dozen times 
over the clearing, releasing their 
loads down the flare path. Then 
two planes flew back to base and 
returned later with a second car- 
go. These were the planes that 
the main body of Wingate’s force 
hac seen coming from the east 
just as the men were filing into 


‘the rice field on the west bank 


of the Chindwin. 


The great loads of supplies cata- 
pulted from the skies caused a sen- 
sation among the Burmese, but 
they asked no questions and wil- 
lingly helped the Chindits to as- 
semble the containers. Asked what 
payment they wanted, they said 
they would like to have the para- 
chutes. The trade in cloth, their 
headman explained, had been at a 
standstill since the Japanese occu- 
pation, 


That night—Feb. 16-17—there 
was a second supply dropping. A 
heavy ground mist, 50 to 100 feet 
high, made visibility extremely 
poor, and the parachutes were 
rather widely scattered. Again the 
villagers helped collect the sup- 
plies, and were rewarded with an- 
other consignment of parachutes, 
Today they are probably wearing 
nice white shirts made out of par- 
achute cloth. 

There first two experimental 
droppings proved that the tech- 
nique worked out between Win- 
gate and the R. A. F. was com- 
pletely successful. It did not vary 
throughout the campaign, though 
with experience the air crews 
learned to drop their loads with

increasing accuracy. The first 
move was up to the column com- 
mander, who would say to his R, 
A. F. officer: “I shall need sup- 
plies in three days. This is the 
route we are taking. Pick out a 
likely spot.” The R. A, F. officer 
would then give base a forewarn- 
ing signal with a complete list of 
the supplies to prepare. As soon 
an he had selected a asite-—usually 
24 to 72 hours later-—he would ra- 
dio to base the exact time and 
place for the dropping, giving the 
latitude and longitude and describ- 
ing any outstanding landmarks 
which would helpe guide the pilots.

HE R. A. F. officers had nat- 

urally expected that the Jape 

would frequently force the col- 
umns to ‘shange their route after a 
dropping site had already been in- 
dicated to base, and they had 
agreed upon a code word to report 
cancelations. It wag used only once 
throughout the expedition. On one 
occasion, however, two wireless op- 
erators, sent to replace casualties, 
were parachuted into the middle of 
battle. The column they were join- 
ing was attacked just as they 
made their jump, and they landed 
between the British and the Japs, 
who were firing at each other 
from the jungle at each end of the 
dropping area. Fortunately they 
ran in the right direction. They 
were shot at all of the way, but 
got through to their column un- 
hurt, 


Smoke fires in the daytime, light 
fires at night, guided the planes 
over the last few miles to the 
dropping site. Most of the drop- 
pings were carried out at night 
because the chances of detection 
were much smaller. The light 
fires, built in the shape of a T 
or an L, could .be seen by the 
Planes as far as 10 miles away, 
but on the ground the glow was 
visible for omy 100 or 200 yards 
through the jungle. Smoke, on 
the other hand, hung for hours 
over the treetops and could easily 
be detected by enemy patrols. 


The breakable equipment—food, 
weapons, ammunition, etc.—was 
carefully packed in canvas-covered 
wicker containers with parachutes 
clipped to the top and bags of 
straw tied to the bottom to act as 
shock absorbers. The packing was 
so good that of the hundreds of 
bottles of rum dropped to Win- 
gate’s men during the campaign 
only one broke. In the wicker 
containers were five-gallon kero- 
sene tins each holding 10 days’ 
hard rations for a man. Clothing 
and grain for the mules were 
dropped “free” in triple canvas 
sacks ‘only two-thirds full; this 
allowed room for the load to shift 
without bursting the sack when it 
hit the ground, 
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In the course of the campaign 
the R. A. F. dropped, in addition 
to paratroop rations and grain, 
rubber boats and paddles; mortars, 
machine guns and other weapons, 
grenades, gelignite, and millions 
of rounds of ammunition; radio 
sets, gasoline for the engines that 
charged the radio batteries, and 
distilled water for the batteries; 
boots and clothing, shoe laces and 
safety-pins, haversacks, saddles, 
and hundreds of dobbins of rum, 
There was also a “personal serv- 
ice,” which periodically dropped to 
individuals items they had stored 
with the supply officer before 
leaving, aféd which handled spe- 
cial requests as they arose. The 
R.A.F. made a valiant attempt to 
give the Chindits anything they 
asked for. Among the “personal 
service” items that traveled the 
aerial supply route were monocles, 
a kilt, false teeth, spectacles, pipe 


tobacco, boxes of snuff, smal! food 
luxuries, new books, notice to one 
man of an 11,000 rupee legacy, and 
one officer's last will and testa- 
ment. Every Chindit who had 
false teeth or wore glasses had 
left a plate impression or an eye- 
giass prescription on file at the 
air base. At every dropping, Win- 
gate’s men received mail from 
home, newspapers and magazines 
—the.only things, other than food, 
they had to look forward to. 


Wingate’s men soon came to 
have complete faith in the ability 
of the R.A.F. to keep them sup- 
plied from the air wherever they 
might be. After the campaign, 
one returning Chindit declared 
fervently: “The way them R.A.F. 
johnnies did it was a ruddy mar- 
vel. If we sent a message for 
supplies during the afternoon, 
they were over early next morn- 
ing, and down comes the stuff we 
asked for like manna from ’eaven 
—right where we was standing, 
too. You ’ad to take cover to save 
getting your blooming ‘ead 
knocked off.” 

* . 

The R.A.F. crews who supplied 
the Chindits called.» themselves 
“serial coolies”; stevedoring the 
heavy loads from a rocking plane 
was hard work and risky too. The 
organization at base was so good 
that 4500 pounds of supplies could 
be stowed on board a transport in 
one hour, On one occasion a col 
umn radioed to base an urgent 
request for 400 pounda of choco- 
late—a rare luxury in India, The 
mossage was received at 5 p. m, 
It was immediately relayed to Cal- 
cutta, where the city’s leading 
restaurant, Firpos, worked all 
night to make the chocolate. At 
dawn it was flown from Calcutta 
by special plane 400 miles to the 
air base in Assam. By noon the 
chocolate had been parachuted to 
the hungry Chindits deep in the 
Burma jungle. 

An official observer, who flew 
with the transport squadron on a 
daytime dropping, compared the 
job of the R. A. F, to “a game 
of aerial darts”: 

“We were dragged out of our 
bamboo huts in what seemed to 
be the middle of the night and 
were driven in a truck down a 
narrow road cut through the jun- 
gle to the air base.'A giant trans- 
port stood silhouetted by the pale 
light of a chilly dawn. The crew 
consisted of an Australian pilot 
from Melbourne, a flight sergeant 
from New South Wales, and three 
English sergeants, from Grimsby, 
London and West Hartlepool. The 
fuselage of the plane had. been 
cleared of seats and the floor was 
packed tight with canvas- 
wrapped bundles. We were s0 
heavily loaded I wondered if we 
would have trouble in taking off, 
but we —, it all right.

W vase watching our escort 
take off to meet us. The 
mountains of Assam slipper be- 
hind. The Chindwin, flanked 
by sand flats, was a silver 
thread across the undulating 
carpet of gray-green jungle. Bur- 
ma spread out to the east. We 
flew at a considerable height with 
dense cloudbanks fermenitng be- 
low us. Ninety minutes after the 
takeoff, the pilot dipped through 
the cloudbanks and dived quite 
low, watching for the landmark re- 
ported by the Chindits—a small 
valley between two flat-topped 
mountains. He sighted it, and 
banked sharply toward a spiral of 
smoke rising from the jungle, then 
leveled for the dropping. The crew 
wrenched back the double doors in 
the rear of the fuselage, and began 
piling the bundles one on top of 
the other beside the opening. The 
target came into sight—a clearing 
cut on the top of a jungle-clad 
mountain, It looked about the size 
of a football pitch, On the ground 
black dots moved around the fires. 


“The co-pilot signaled to the 
boys in the back. A_ red light 
flashed. The men braced them- 
selves. The light changed _ to 
green, and they heaved, Out top- 
pled the bundles and parachutes 
opened in a jiffy. The aerial 
coolies watched the white blobs 
floating lazily to the ground, 


“The plane circled again and 
again until all of its loads had 
been dropped, then cruised slowly 
up the fire path to check results. 
The parachutes formed a neat 
polka-dot pattern on the clearing. 
The whole thing was very much 
like a game of aerial dart with 
a champion in play. Below, the 
Chindits waved their approval as 
wa gathered height and turned 


for home.”

HERE are no middle ground 
T people when it comes to cara- 

way seed. They either like or 
very much dislike its flavor. For 
those who enjoy the fragrance of 
caraway as well as those who only 
associate it with rye bread, we 
recommend an experimental atti- 
tude so as to discover what a de- 
lightful taste caraway adds to 
pork, One way of combining it 
with pork is to pat the seed into 
the surface of pork roast where it 
can become crisp along with the 
fat. It may be used in the same 
way on roast goose. In the fol- 
lowing braised pork recipe cara- 
way adds variety in flavor, and 
that is important now since pork 
perhaps will be one of our most 
plentiful meats. If this season- 
ing meets with your approval, try 
another variation that is just as 
sure to please. Use sour cream in- 
stead of the sweet milk for mois- 
ture, but first add one-half cup 
water to the chops, and simmer 
until almost tender before adding 
the thick sour cream. Of course 
this makes a very rich pork dish 
and if it results in too much fat to 
please the palate, trim off the 
extra fat from the pork and use 
it in some other way. 


Baked Pork Chops With Caraway 
Seed. 


One-half cup cracker crumbs, 
one-half to one teaspoon caraway 
seed, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, 
one and one-fourth teaspoons salt, 
four pork chops, one egg, slightly 
beaten; one tablespoon water, four 
tablespoons shortening oar drip- 
pings, one tablespoon flour, one 
cup milk, 

Combine crumbs, caraway seed, 
pepper and one teaspoon of the 
salt. Dip chops into prepared 
crumbs, then into egg, diluted with 
the water and back into crumb 
mixture. Pat crumbs onto chops 
so they will not fall away during 
cooking. Brown chops on each 
side in hot shortening. Remove 
from skillet. Blend the flour and 
remaining salt in the fat in the 
skillet and add milk gradually. 
Stir over medium heat until gravy 
boils and is smooth and thick- 
ened. Place the chops in this 
gravy, cover and bake at 350 de- 
grees F. for 35 minutes. Remove 
cover and bake 15 or 20 minutes 
longer.

Hopewell Harbors Veterans of Four Wars 
Each Memorial Day Charles Knox Honors Them by Placing Flags on 48 Graves.

PINCKNEYVILLE, IIL. 
May 25. 
LAGS will flutter over 48 
F graves in Hopewell cemetery, 
four miles from here, on Me- 
morial Day in memory of men 
who fought in four American wars 
and were buried there. They are 
kept in remembrance because 

Charles H. Knox is true to the 
self-imposed trust of placing the 
flags above their resting places, as 
he has been doing for 25 years and 
as his father did before him. The 
burying place, believed to be the 
oldest in Southern Illinois, will be 
neat and trim for the coming of 
the soldiers’ descendants bearing 
flowers, for Knox gives it the care 
that it would otherwise lack. It is 
his way of honoring not only the 
soldiers but the pioneers who came 
a hundred and more years ago 
over the Kaskaskia trail into the 
wilderness. 

Among the pioneers who came 
in covered wagons from South 
Carolina before the Civil War 
were the Knoxes and Simpsons 
and Campbells, With the family of 
Charles Knox, grandfather of the 
present Charles, came his wife's 
mother, Mrs. Jane Harbison, 
widow of James Harbison, a sol- 
dier of the Revolution, supposedly 
buried in South Carolina, Mrs. 
Harbison died in 1890 at the age 
of 90 and was buried Jn Hopewell 
cemetery. 

Hopewell cemetery * where it 
is because, according to the tra- 
dition, a child died near there long 
ago and was buried there. The 
child sickened as the parents, 
homeseekers, were trekking north- 
ward, They camped at the foot 
of a knoll where there was a 
spring. The child died and was 
buried under a great oak at the 
crest of the knoll, The tree would 
guide the parents to the grave if 
ever they came that way again, It 
still stands, nobody knows how old, 
in the center of Hopewell ceme- 
tery, its huge limbs shading the 
child’s grave and the graves of the 
many who have since been buried 
there. 

Almost as old as Hopewell ceme- 
tery is Hopewell United Presby- 
terian Church, founded 114 years 
ago in the grove on the knoll, 
with a brush arbor for its first 
shelter. Now there is a _ trim 
white church, well cared for, but 
so many of the United Presbyteri- 
ans have died or moved away that 
services are held only twice a 
month in the summer time and 
once a month in the winter., 

There have been Knoxes in the 
Hopewell community since April 
30, 1853, when Pioneer — Charles ¢

Knox homesteaded 80 acres, as 
the county records show. This 
Charles Knox fought in the Civil 
War and is buried at Jefferson 
Barracks. When he died his sons, 
John and another,. took over the 
farm without bothering to have 
the title changed. After they were 
gone John’s sons, Charles, John 
and Arthur, came into possession, 
but it was not until 1925 that the 
change of ownership was made 
a matter of record. The farm, 
now grown to 252 acres, is jointly 
owned by the three brothers. As 
John and Arthur are bachelors 
and Charles’ only child is a daugh- 
ter, the Knox name will end with 
the death of the three. brothers. 
In the midst of the Knox hold- 
ings lies the cemetery, for which 
the original Charles Knox gave 
the several acres of woodland that 


IS DATED 1844, 


it partly occupies. It was because 
of this that Charles, back from 
World War I, took to heart the 
neglect that had fallen upon the 
burying ground. The war had 
made him mindful of the honor 
due the men who had fought in 
other wars. He went to see his 
neighbor, Clarence Eaton. He told 
Eaton it was a shame the way the 
cemetery was neglected. Some- 
thing should be done about it. 
Eaton agreed and said he was 
willing to help. Consent of the 
trustees was obtained and Knox 
and Eaton, with the help of 
others, cleared away the under- 
brush and bramble that had 
grown, concealing the graves and 
headstones. Knox then took upon 
himself the practice that his 
father had started of providing 
t flags for the soldiers’ graves. He

A list of the soldiers buried at 
Hopewell has been prepared by 
Knox. It shows that 43 of them 
were Civil War veterans, one was 
in the Black Hawk. War, one in 
the Mexican War and one in 
World War I. Two, David Simp- 
son and C. R. Davis, fought on the 
Confederate side in the Civil War, 
but their graves are cared for like 
those of the Union men, and they 
have their flags on Memorial day. 
As for David Simpson, he didn’t 
have much choice about it. He 
had homesteaded in the commu- 
nity and had gone back to South 
Carolina for his family when the 
war started and he was taken into 
the Southern army. When the 
war was over he returned to IIli- 
nois and his neighbors did not 
hold it against him that he had 
fought on the other side. 


The flags that are placed on 
the graves on. Memorial day re- 
main there until the next Memo- 
rial day unless they are beaten 
down by storms or blown away. A 
number of last year’s flags were 
still in place when Knox went last 
week to see what needed to be 
done to put the cemetery in good 
condition for the coming of an- 
other day of remembrance. 


On his visit he tarried by the 
great oak and deciphered the let- 
tering on a headstone broken by 
the trunk of the tree, expanding 
in its growth, but held in place 
by a wire. It told that here, un- 
der the roots of the oak, rested 
James Brown, resting there 100 
years, for he died Jan. 25, 1844. 


Elsewhere Knox located the 
grave of James Steward, who died 
in 1834, the earliest burial of 
— there is any tombstone rec- 
ord, 


Ever true to his self-imposed 
trust Charles Knox, partially dis- 
abled by arthritis, went slowly 
from grave to grave, picking out 
those of soldiers, straightening up 
last year’s flags that had been 
beaten down, to stand there until 
he comes on this year’s Memorial 
day with 48 new flags, one for 
each of the soldiers’ graves.
